Present War’ Topic 
Interesting Address 


Hugh Sholto Watt, Guest Speaker At 
Banquet Sponsored By The Local 
Branch of Canadian Clubs Asso- 
ciation and Board of Trade; Traces! 
Causes That Have Led Up To The| 
Present War With Germany. 


Hugh Sholto Watt, Canadian born, 
and much travelled man in Europe, 
speaking under the Association of 
Canadian Clubs was guest speaker at 
a banquet sponsored by the _ local 
branch and the Grande Prairie Board 
of Trade, held in the Speke hall on 
Tuesday night. 

Norman Swallow, president of the 
local branch of the Canadian Club, 
who was toastmaster, called upon 
Rev. T. D. Jones to say grace. 

Before introducing the speaker, 
the president said, “You are no doubt 
aware that you are the guests of the 
Canadian Club and the G. P. Board 
of Trade.” 

Mr. Watt chose for his 
“The Background of the 
War.” 

At the outset of his address, Mr. 
Watt observed, that although he had 
lived several years in Europe, he was 
proud to say that he was a Canadian 
and looked upon Canada as his home. 

As this was his first visit to the 
Peace River country, he was struck 
with the extraordinary extent of it. 

Launching forth into a discussion 
of his subject, the speaker set forth 
the guiding principle of Great Bri- 
tain since the last war, which briefly 
is that the sea routes must be free as 
she lives on exports. It would be 
disastrous to Britain should the free- 
dom of the trade routes be dominated 
by any one power or combination of 
powers. 


subject: 
Present 


Among the things which Great | 
Britain stands for are, no conflict 
with the United States, no conflict 


with France, and that Russia should 
be kept from controlling the Darde- 
nelles. 

Mr. Watt was convinced that the 
Italians were naturally friendly to 
the British and not to Germans, and 
he was confident that Italy would 
not join with Germany against Great 
Britain. 

Referring to Russia, Mr. Watt said, 
that there was in the British mind a 
fear of Bolshevism, adding, that he 
did not believe that either the United 
States or Britain could successfully 
compete on the industrial field with 
the Russian system. 

Continuing, the speaker said, “Why 
are we at war with Germany after 
twenty years and what are we fight- 
ing for?" The whole attitude of the 
British mind has changed in Britain 
during the last few years, observed 
Mr. Watt, who went on to say, that 
internationalism, due to the policy 
of the dictators, has been practically 
destroyed and we now have nation- 
alism. 

Notwithstanding what people say 
of Hitler, he is liked by his people, 
no matter what they think of others 
in his government, asserted the 
speaker, who added, that he did not 
agree with the Germans when they 
state that the cause of the war can 
be traced to the treaty of Versailles. 
Before coming to that conclusion, one 
should read the treaty. 

In tracing the events which led up 
to the present situation, he referred 
to the invasion of Ethiopia and the 
Spanish war. 

Dealing with the appeasement po- 
licy, he was not defending it, but he 
thought that it was too early to pass 
judgment on that policy. In Britain 
he said, there was a great volume of 
opinion that believed that Germany 
had gotten a raw deal, and they 
wanted the injustice righted, How- 
ever, he observed, that opinion has

2. If the June-ploughed brome 
sod has been well-worked it should 
do for wheat. The yield might be 
only moderate and the protein per- 
centage none too high, but the grade 
would likely be fairly good. In our 
residual-effects tests we occasionally 
find the higher protein percentages 
associated with some of the lower 
grades. Maturity (and color) count 
heavily in grading. Crop on brome 
sod usually ripens early.

Fertilizer For Grain After Sweet 
Clover 
What results have you had from 
ammonium sulphate and ammonium 
phosphate on a crop following sweet 
clover? Have been reading of Dr. 
Wyatt's good results on the grey soils 
west of Lacombe towards the foot- 
hills. Is the fertilizer very costly? 
G. M., Elmworth, Alta. 
Ans.: Our results do not tally with 
Dr. Wyatt’s at Breton and Fallis be- 


cause he is working with a heavier 
precipitation and a poorer soil. He 
can grow scarcely anything there 


without enrichment, while with it he 


has the moisture to realize much 
|larger increases than we ordinarily 
| obtain. 


By plowing in sweet-clover sod on 
the second-class wooded soil on the 
hilltop of the Substation or by man- 
uring bare-fallowed land or by fer- 


tilizing it with 11:48 ammonium 
phosphate we usually obtain sub- 
stantial increases over bare fallow 


without clover, manure or fertilizer 
but combinations of these do not give 
proportionate increases, 

The 11:48 ammonium phosphate 
contains 11% nitrogen and 48% 
phosphoric acid. The 16:20 ammo- 
nium phosphate carries 16% nitrogen 


20% phosphoric acid and 14% sul- 
phur. Ammonium sulphate contains 
20% nitrogen and 25% sulphur. 


Triple superphosphate contains about 
44% phosphoric acid but no nitrogen 
nor sulphur. 

In our experiments, where we 
have applied 11:48 ammonium phos- 
phate to wheat on sweet-clover sod 
we have usually raised the yield a 
litthe over that of unfertilized clover 
sod, Clover sod manured at 10 ions 
of rotted manure per acre has gene- 
rally outyielded somewhat the un- 
manured unfertilized sod, but where 
both manure and fertilizer have been 
added to the clover sod the yield 
thus far has been no better than from 
clover sod and manure.

CANADIAN BOY WAS FIRST 
TO USE THE NEW IRON LUNG 


A Canadian boy was the first to 
use the new iron lung developed to 
work the chest muscles and leave the 
limbs outside. He is Breen Hogan, 
aged six, of Windsor, Ont. The boy 
had been so badly stricken with In- 
fantile Paralysis that he could not 
expand his lungs. Members of the 
Windsor Isolation Hospital knew 
that tests were being made «in the 
Detroit Children’s Hospital and bor- 
rowed the new device. Breen Hogan 
was in one of the ordinary iron lungs 
which have the disadvantage of com- 
pletely encasing the body and are 
huge and cumbersome. 
transferred to the new 
lung. 

This new device is constructed of 
rubber and transparent material. A 
perfect seal is insured by a pneu- 
matic rubber ring and by a sponge- 
rubber flap which adheres tightly 
even to the clothed body. A back- 
strap holds the lung in position and 
allows the patient to sit up in bed or 
even in a chair. 

Air is supplied to the emergency 
lung through an ordinary vacuum 
hose by an electrically driven pump. 
The air is compressed and decom- 
pressed about sixteen times a minute 
—the rate of normal breathing. 

In this new lung, the Hogan lad 
within six weeks could reathe 
nearly an hour without the aid of 
apparatus of any kind. His arms 
and legs could be kept in splints so 
that they would not become hope- 
lessly deformed. At the time this 
information was released it seemed 
likely that the new lung would en- 
able the boy to recover partially and 
perhaps completely.

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BANK OF MONTREAL REPORTS 
RECORD ASSETS AS RESULT OF 
BUSINESS EXPANSION AND OF 
PUBLIC FINANCING. 


Reflecting the continued expan- 
sion of industrial operations, greater 
agricultural and mineral production, 
enlarged business activities and par- 
ticipation in government financing, 
the 122nd annual statement of the 
Bank of Montreal for the year end- 
ing October 31 shows a substantial 
growth in assets and a moderate in- 
crease in earnings. Total assets of 
$1,025,508,367, an increase of $151,- 
252,539, have in fact reached the 
highest level in the bank’s history 
and represent a new high mark in 
Canadian banking. Profits of $3,- 
462,446 showed an increase of $64,- 
056 after the payment of government 
taxes of $1,198,413—which were 
higher by $45,795— and were the 
equivalent of 4.54 per cent on the 
capital, rest and undivided profits, 
which compares with 4.46 per cent 
in the preceding year; the increase 
in relation to tal earnings is about 
2 per cent.

The 
publication declared the pact should 
be similar to the treaties the U.S.S
